Findlay, Ohio. May 7—After a pre- 


liminary hearing Police Judge Carlin 
discharged Charles Mulsky and Charles 
Aiken, arrested 
upon, affidavits of

Miss Muhlheim recovered during 


the night and was considered strong 
enough to appear in Court. 


She entered the courtroom on the 


arm of her father, who, upon seeing 
Mulsky in the prisoners' box, advanced 
toward him, extended his hand and 
greeted him with. "Hello, Charley," 
Mulsky smiled and nodded to 
Miss 


Muhlheim, who dropped her* eyes and 
advanced toward him. Then she broke 
down and cried. 


On tho witness stand Mtes Mnhl- 


Leim reiterated the story of the walk 


and of the proposal of marriage

Mulsky. In response to

"she 


guossed Mulsky wasn't as mad when 
he got turned down as she though he 
was." She said she didn't remember 
of having told her parents 
that she

Coiiity Has Not Had a Coroner for 


Years as Nobody is Willing to 


Take the Job. 


Jackson, Ky., May 7—There is a 


persistent rumor hero 
today that 


friends of James, B. Marcum who was 
assassinated last Monday, with Tom 
Cockrill at their head are gathering in 
Ereathitt county and that scenes are 
liable to be enacted which will cause 
historians of the "dark and bloody 
ground" to shud'.er. If this is true, 


th'e Cockrill men are keeping their 
rendezvous so well concealed that no 
one without the countersign is able to 
discover it It is not thought hero to- 
day thai the reward offered by Gover- 
» 
nor Beckham will result in the ar- 
rast of the assassin oi" Marcum. He is 
undoubtedly -known to a number of 
people but to betray him would prob- 
ably lead co otuer assasinations. 


Jackson, Ky., May 7—To a wayfarer, 


unfamiliar with the facts anol circum- 
sta.ices, Jackson-, would probably pre- 
sent the ' 3i'pea|^ince of a peaceuil 
mountain baralev'ijfi place where each 
man went about his daily task and 
dreamed n.-:: of danger. But the way- 
tarer would not have" to tarry long un- 
til he sensed the strange feeling of 
unrest whicli pervades the place. Few 
women who are 
not compelled for 


some reason to venture forth are seen 
upon the streets, and men glance ap- 
prehensively at one another as they 
pass. Friends meeting on the streets, 
who pause to pass a word, hurry on 
at the approach of a third party, and 
a'l conversation is in almost whisper- 
ed words. 
Men smile and smile and 


grasp hand's, but the smiles are all In 
one eye, and all the hand shakes are j 
given with the revolver arm free.

head and some of them so minute that 
they can easily be put through the eye 
of a common sewing needle, yet each is 
as perfect as the pearly nautilus, the 
spider shell, the sea urchin or any other 
marine oddity. 


They are of all shapes and forms im 


aginable. One will have the perfect 
outlines of a miniature basket, another 
will look like a fairy's tobacco box, 
while a third needs no effort of the im- 
agination to gn o it the form of a bot 
tie. The flash shclls-of Ceylon arid Aus- 
tralia are tbe only living representa- 
tives of these f onchological wonders. 
Naturalists who have examined the 
Ceylonese flash shells say that each is 
filled with a tiny bit of jellylike sub- 
stance, which of course is the animal 
itself, but which is so infinitesimal that 
no distinction can be observed' between 
head and heart, mouth and stomach.

A Board of Powder 
Experts has reported that the ammn- 
iiition was ftood. 
The investigation 


has not ended, and the facts did not 
become pu'ihc until today. 


All the ships of the North Atlantic 


fleet, including tie Olympia, flagship 
c-f Rear Admiral J. B. Coghlan, com- 
manding the Caribbean division, and 
of which Captain Henry W. Lyon Is 
commanding officer, were freshly sup- 
plied with ammunition before the last 
winter maneuvers. 
At that time a 


rumor became current in the Navy De- 
partment 
that more than 
?500,000 


worth of defective ammunition had 
been taken aboard the fleet. It was 
officially denied. 


While cruising in the Caribbean the 


officers of the Olympia suspected that 
a portion of the ammunition in the 
magazines was defective. 
In accord- 


ance with regulations Captain Lyon 
appointed a board to survey the am- 
munition in question. 
The board ap 


plied prescribed tests, which it was be- 
lieved showed conclusively that the 
ammunition was defective, and it was 
recommended that the stuff be thrown 
overboard. 


An order issued 
long ago by the 


Navy Department prescribes 
that 


when any ammunition on board ship 
is found defective it shall' be thrown 
overboard. 
The Olympia and other 


ships were off the gulf coastvof Hon 
duras protecting American interests at 


• Puerto Cortez and Ceiba during the 
revolution then raging in Honduras. 


I To have lai-ded the ammunition would 
have been to throw it Info the hand 


i of one or another of the belligerants. 


i Therefore 
the 
ammunition 
was 


thrown overboard. 


Acting Secretary Darling said the 


Bureau of Ordnance was satisfied that 
the powder was not defective.
